Duel between Hon: M. A. Otero 
and Judge Watts of Santa Fe. 


Mesitta, September 10, 1859, 

On Sunday last, Mr. Otero, the Democratic 
nominee for Delegate. from New Mexico, made 
aspeech inthe Plaza in this town, He was 
answered by Judge Watts, a Galligos stumper. 
Tn the course of his remarks he made allusion 
to the family of Mr. Otero in such a manner 
that Mr. Otero gave him the lie. A challenge 
ensued, and the parties, accompanied by their 
seconds, surgeons, &c, met yesterday morning, 
near the Mexican line, Three shots were ex- 
changed. Weapons, Colt’s navy six-shooters; 
distance, fifteen paces. After the first fire the 
seconds endeavored to effect a reconciliation, 
but were unable to do so. Two more shots 
were exchanged without effect,when the seconds 
withdrew their principals from the field. The 
difficulty still remains . unsettled, however. 
both parties behaved with especial gallantry 
and coolness, After the second shot Mr. Otero 
lighted his cigarito, and enjoyed his smoke, 
while Judge Watts amused himself with whistlo- 
ing. 

Galligos will probably beat Otero in the county 
by about 200 votes, although his friends claimed 
for him a majority of 1000, ‘fhe probabilities 
are that Mr. Otero will be re-elected by a large 
majority. He has rever been a great favorite 
in Dona Ana, but his manly course during his 
present visit, has made him a host of friends. 

On account of the resolution passed at the 
Convention held here on the 19th June—there 
being no opposition to Mowry—but few of our 
citizens took any active part, or even voted at 
the election; consequently a very small vote 
was polled C.

Further Indian Depredations. 


We received, too late for our last week's 
paper, the particulars of further robberies of 
stock by Indians, On Saturday, the 3d inst., 
at noon, a band of Apaches entered the town 
of Tubne, and succeeded in stealing five valu- 
able horses and a mule, owned by the Gandara 
brothers. They were valued at over seven hun- 
dren dollars. A few days previous, anothcr 
band of Indians stole three valuable horses 
from Don Pedro Herera, living near the same 
town. The Indians were followed by a party of 
dragoons from Fort Buchanan, but they suc- 
ceeded in crossing the line into Sonora. About 
ten days since a station of the Overland Mail 
Company, near Camp Johnson, above the Pecas 
river, was visited by some 100 Camanche In- 
dians, who stole all the stock and destroyed the 
property at tho station.

ascaped with two. This outrage caused much 
feeling among the Americans, and a few of 
them determined to clear the Gila river of Mexi- 
cans, They paid those in their employ, sup- 
plied them with provisions, and ordered them to 
leave. The Mexicans, it is said, wert to Slater's 
haying camp and endeavored to steal his mules, 
but were pursued by the Americans, One ac- 
count says that six Mexicans were killed— 
another, only one. The Mexicans at the mines, 
in the Gila junction, are much alarmed, and a 
collision is feared. When will Congress putan 
end to these scenes of violence by giving Ari- 
zona the protection of the law ? 

An express arrived here to day, bringing news 
that the Mojaves had sued for peace. They 
acknowledge to 150 killed. Major Armistead 
with his small command has gained much credit 
for his summary punishment of ourred brethren. 

The election passed off here very quietly. 
The vote at the three precincts falls, I believe, 
alittle short of 200. There are more men here 
than that, but at the Arizona City polls, none 
but Americans were allowed to vote, You are 
aware that California claims a smail strip on 
this side of the Colorado, and on this account 
a number, who are really Arizonians, and who 
will livein the Territory, did not vote, as they 
had paid taxes in California this year. The 
total population within a circuit of a few miles 
is séveral hundred. The vote hére wag urani- 
mons for Mr. Mowry. ; 

The Mexicans are taking out considerable 
gold on the Gila junction, and I understand 
some Americans are making good wages. 

The new steamer made, a safe snd quick 
passage to Fort Mojave, Beale's crossing— 
demonstrating anew the navigability of the 
Colorado, 200 miles above this point,
